Suggestions talked of since that 
time with other men interested in 
Narberth affairs hav e failed to produce 
any real eftort to effect any means of 
helping those now on the list of the 
unemployed. 

Several letters have been sent to the 
editor since the printing of the eoni- 
iii 11 1: it- m t i < hi , nil from those seeking some 
sort of employment. Me have a record 
of three specific cases in Narberth 
when' work is needed urgently, and nt 
once. 

One of these i-sises is that of an ex- 
pert machinist, with -i wife and three 
children, who are in serious straits be- 
cause of the husband'- unemployment. 

Another comn ui 1 i'-at l ■<<> received was 
from a Narberth man who has resideil 
here for years, a faithful church work- 
er and respected by his neighbors, who 
is also aiming th'i-e ■ - ■ • u _ 1 1 1 in the gen 
oral loss of positions. 

These two are examples of a condi- 
tion which is present in Narberth as :n 
everv other community. Narberth men 
must help Narberth men. Everyone 
has his own troubles, but the idea that 
"T am not my brother'- keeper" per- 
ished thousand- of years ago. 

At the time of writing this, no one 
has stopped forth to a'd in establishing 
anv mean- of communication between 
the employ, r ; ,nd n en needing work. 
This would not be a big task. Nar- 
berth is a small town, but if one man. 
or woman, was aided in this way, the 
existence of -ui-h a body would be more 
than justified. 

In the meant ii o tl.,- >•.! tor ha- n 
record of about half a do/en definite 
cases of Narberth people in serious 
need of einplovuieiit. Can not some 
employing reader aid us in icferring 
these cases to the proper persons.

The letter to the editor concerning

In making out his income tax return 
for 1921, the average taxpayer will 
find a considerable saving in com- 
parison with the amount of tax paid 
on the same income for 1920. 

The exemptions provided by the rev- 
enue act of 1921 are $1,000 for single 
persons (the term including widows, 
widowers, divorcees, and persons sep- 
arated from husband and wifei ny 
mutual agreement), $2,500 for married 
persons whose net income was $5,000 
or less, and $2,000 for married persons 
whose net income was $5,000 or more. 
1'nder the revenue act of 1918 the per- 
sonal exemption allowed a married 
person was $2,000, regardless of the 
amount of net income. The personal 
exemption allowed a married person 
applies also to the head of a family, 
man or woman who supports in one 
household one or more relatives by 
blood, marriage, or adoption.

18 years of age or incapable of self- 
support because mentally or physically 
defective — is increased from $200 to 
400. . 

The act nix|uires that a return be 
filed by every .-ingle person whose net 
income for 1921 was .+ 1,000 or more, 
every married person whose net in- 
come was $2,0oil or more, anil by 
every person — single or married — 
whose gro ;s income was $5,00(1 or 
more. 

The requirement to file a return of 
gross income of $5,000 or more re- 
gardless of net income is a new pro- 
vision. Net income is gross income 
less certain specified deductions for 
business expenses, losses bad debts, etc.. 
which are fully eplaine 1 on the form.-. 
Returns must Ik 1 filed by married 
couples whose combine net income for 
1921, including that of dependent minor 
children, equaled or exceeded $2,000. or 
if the combined gross income equaled 
or exceeded $5,000. 

The period for filing returns is from 
January 1 to March 15, 1922. Heavy 
penalties are provided for failure or 
"willful refusal" to file a return on 
time. 

Forms 10-lflA for incomes of $5,000 
and less and 1040 for incomes in ex- 
cess of $5,000 may be obtained from 
the offices of collectors of internal rev- 
enue and branch offices. Tho tax may 
be paid in full at the time of filing 
the return, or in four equal install- 
ments, due on or before March 15. June 
15. September 15. and December 15.
